This exposition won acceptance 
in certain quarters here as the 
real view of the axis powers, and 
some thought it raised the odds 
on Britain’s chances

Not Exhausted Yet 
Foreign 
observers 
generally 
agreed that Britain— despite the 
continuous “ pulverizing" 
air

tack on industries and shipping of 
which Gayda spoke— was far from 
being exhausted. 
They wondered

Germany 
and Italy could afford to give Bri­ 
tain even a month, much less a 
whole winter, In which to catch 
her breath, increase her munitions 
production, speed up shipments of 
warplanes from the United States.

All those killed were in the 
red-painted steel coach, whose 
gasoline tanks, bursting at 
the deafening impact, turned 
the car into a fiery trap. 
All the passengers died. 
Only 3 Survivors

ductor of the coach leaped to 
safety, hut were severely in­ 
jured. Another trainman, rid­ 
ing home “dead-head,’* also 
lived to tell of the tragedy.

Recovering slowly from a seri­ 
ous illness Capone has bepun

None of the other patrons of a

heavy-set man who strolled

Reports 
persisted 
that 
Capone had gone 
“ stir 
crazy” 
from his confinement and his fear 
of fellow convicts. 
Federal offi­ 
cials finally said he was suffering 
from paresis. 
Capone served seven years, six 
m o n th s and two weeks in assorted I 
cells for income tax evasion, with 
tim e off for good behavior. 
For 
several months after his release! 
last November he was treated at I 
Baltimore by Dr. 
Joseph 
Earl 
Moore, famous syphilologist. 
Last March 20 Capone retu rned j 
quietly to his estate here to con- , 
tintie his fight for health. 
After a mild flurry of comment, 
authorities and puhlic alike ignor- I 
cd the presence of the man who, 
In his heyday, was a flashy hah- J 
h u e of Miami’s night clubs, race 
tracks and prize fights.

The Tournapulls are the 
only four in use in Michigan and 
greatly facilitate transporting dirt 
for several miles of fill. The four 
machines displace 4 0 trucks. Each 
one takes eight cubic yards of dirt 
and makes about four trips per 
hour.

Tournapull is its ability of com­ 
paction. Its huge tires, which are 
said to cost $6 00, act as rollers,
